From 19h5 to April 197 the Iq Sixth Army wae locatec ‘in Shaulyai ¢ 95°50N, 23-158) A 
Lithuanian S.o.R.. Coming from Stalingrad, the Sixth Army had taken part in 

the last stage of the battle in Kurland in 1945. Prior to April 1947 the army 
area had covered Lithuania. 


The Hq Sixth Army was located in a school building in the center of Sha ‘ya. 
Its motor transport company was quartered in a factory anc sore temporary 
buildings. 


Prior to 1947 the army was commanded by a three-star general who had helc this 
assignment since the latter part of the wer. Ie was later replaced by a twe-- 

star ceneral, who, according to Soviet soldiers, had core fror Chernyakbovsk (54-308, 
21-50E), Hast Prussia, Lieutenant General Babkov (fnu) was Chief af 

Staff, Ten to 12 other generals, including a tank ¢ eneral, an artillery cenerai, 
and an air force general, alsobelonged to the headquarters. 


The army headquarters had 15 to 20 radio stations Spread over the town area, 
and a motor transport compan; with a captain and about a hundred MM. _ The 
company was equipped with about 0 sedans, 15 three-ton trucks » anc four buses, 


The Sixth Army was deactivated in fpril 1947. Numerous soldiers were dis- 
charged in the spring of 19L7. The remainder of the arny headquarters was sub=- 
ordinated to the Hq “leverth Army in Riga. | Thus the area of the 
Eleventh Army, which hac previously been corfined to Latvia, was expanded to 
include Lithuania. The butiding which had housed the army headquarters in 
Shaulyal was occupiec by a corps headquarters. The P's employec with the lq 
Sixth fry were transferred to the Centbal ‘leadquarters of the “altic “D in 
Riga. *

gravly tie oth Cds frmy, covering a period ending April 19L7. Some of the Tus 
reported a deactivation of this army heacquarters, others mentioned its transfcr 
from Shaulyai to Riga. — . Aceording tc the present report, 
elenents ef the Yq Sixth (Gcs?) Amy were absorbed by the headquarters of an 
“leventh Army in Ripa. The Hleventh Gds Army was employed in Mast russia at the 
end of the wari and was confirmed in the Usltic 1D by analysis of officer names 
in the summer of Loh6. There is a possibility thet the Ng “leventh Cds Arny 
noved to Higa after the var and now  o¢euples “the northern portion of 
the Daltic 7, with rerard to contradictory inforration, the question whether 
the Sixth Cds Arey was deactivated in the spring o of 1917 or whether it siill 
exists must be considered as being indefinite. 
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
